At least three members of the 
present board, and probably a 
fourth, favor the plan, as does 
the other supervisor-elect, Ern­ 
est N. Kettenhoffen of San An- 
selmo. Supervisor William D. 
Fusselman (whose seat will go 
to Kettenhoffen Jan. 1), has 
been hospitalized since before it 
was proposed, and has not com­ 
mented. 


The proposal, which appears 
strange to a casual observer the 
first time he sees it on a map, 
was introduced last week. Its 
purpose is to meet a state Su­ 
preme Court mandate to make 
the county’s five supervisorial 
districts more nearly equal in 
population. It would accomplish 
this by taking away parts of the 


First District (San Rafael j and 
the Second District (Ross Val­ 
ley) and giving them to the 
Fourth District (West Marini. 
In San Ratael, the line be­ 
tween the First and Fourth dis­ 
tricts would run roughly along 
San Rafael Creek to Francisco 
Boulevard, and would slice off 
from there on an almost-straight 
line to the Ross town limits. 
Most of East San Rafael, along 
with Bret Harte, S o u t h e r n 
Heights and the rest of the 
southern hilly portion of the city 
would thus be transferred from 
Leydecker’s First District to 
Storer s Fourth District.

els set by California law,” the 
report said. 


"The industry does not plan, 
however, to make such vehicles 
available for sale other than in 
California, 
despite 
the 
docu­ 
mented fact that vehicular pollu­ 
tion is a serious and growing 
problem in all other parts of the 
country. 


The Senate public works sub­ 
committee recommended a new 
federal grant in aid programs to 
help municipalities finance bet­ 
ter facilities for solid waste dis­ 
posal which would reduce the 
discharge of air pollutants. It 
called pollution from this source 
serious and "intolerable because 
it is totally unnecessary.”

Sen -elect Robert F. Kennedy 
and his sister, Mrs. Sargent 
Shriver, knelt by the Arlington 
grave to lay roses on it, and to 
pray. 
In Boston about 3.000 persons, 
including Patricia Lawford, the 
late president’s sister, and state 
dignitaries, attended a memori­ 
al Mass celebrated by Richard 
Cardinal Cushing. He called the 
slain president one of “ God’s 
greatest gifts.”

Meanwhile, the first 54 a<res 
totaling 9,1 million acres "un­ 
trammeled by man” are being 
protected from exploitation un­ 
der policies developed in the 
lores! service since the 1930s 
A forest service task force is 
at work comparing existing pol­ 
icies with the requirements of 
the wilderness bill signed into 
law by President Lyndon B 
Johnson Sept. 3.

Hollis Says Trustees Are 
'Second Class Citizens' 


County schools supt. Virgil S t 
Hollis has charged that school 
district board members are 
“ second class citizens by law, 
restricted by taxing limitations. 
He urged action “ to unshackle 
our school trustees from these 
needless restrictions" in his 
superintendent’s message in the 
November issue of “ Marin Coun­ 
ty schools reporter” published 
by his office. 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors can raise county 
taxes “ without imposing sep­ 
arate override taxes, without 
being hamstrung by limitations, 
and without having to conduct 
innumerable expensive override 
tax elections,” Hollis said. 
"The eleven cities’ councils 
can raise local taxes for their 
particular needs without going 
to the people time and time 
again to ask for override taxes. 
The 87 other separate taxing 
districts in Marin County do not 
have tax ceilings. Why, then, do 
school districts?" 


Hollis said he wondered why 
school trustees, schools staffi 
and communities” have to dis­ 
sipate their valuable time and 
energies on endless tax override 
elections and defend other ac­ 
tions on 25 separate school tax 
rate limitation and override 
taxes.’* 
Hollis concluded that it is tima 
“ for the people to take correc­ 
tive legislative action to make 
our dedicated, hardworking and 
much-maligned school trustees 
first class citizens by law.” 


(In fact, general law cities 
are restricted to a tax rate of 
$1 per 1100 assessed valuation 
for general purposes, although 
then city councils can levy ad- 
ditional taxes for special pur­ 
poses. San Rafael City Council 
is similarly restricted by the 
city charter.)

The Baltimore Colts are plan­ 
ning a retirement party for Gino 
Marchetti that promises to be 
more exciting than the one they 
gave him when he retired last 
year.

Wait Until Next Season! 


BEKELEY (UPD-Stanford isn’t 
going to the Rose Bowl, but that 
old battle cry, “ Wait until next 
year,” is ringing on the Indian 
campus today. 
The reason prospects look so 
)right is a lad named Dave Lew­ 
is, a sophomore quarterback 
who kicked, passed and ran 
Stanford to a 21-3 decision over 
California in the 67th renewal of 
the “ Big Game” on Saturday be­ 
fore 77,000 fans. 
It was Lewis, an Indian from 
tribe so long forgotten that 
neither he nor his parents know 
how to spell its name, stands 6-2 
and weighs 200 pounds.

Time For Goldwater Group 
Get Working For Party 


Supporters of Sen Barry M. Gold­ 
water, especially in California, are in­ 
tensely dedicated to the philosophy of 
the Arizona conservative. 
This was evident before the Nov. 3 
election, and it is becoming even more 
clear after the big Republican debacle. 
Although Goldwater suffered one of 
the biggest defeats in modern Amer­ 
ican political history, his followers in 
California and in Marin have not given 
UP 
To the contrary, dedicated Goldwa­ 
ter supporters are already rallying 
•'Goldwater conservatives*’ with an eye 
to “ultimate victory in 1966’* for Re­ 
publican candidates who share Senator 
Goldwater’s philosophy. 
A Larkspur businessman is heading 
a group which he calls “Republicans 
for Conservative Action,” urging the 
formation of “26 Million Clubs.” 
The official Citizens for Goldwater- 
Miller, which operated throughout the 
campaign, has been disbanded. 
The new drive, sparked by the Lark­ 
spur businessman, disclaims any con­ 
nection with the former Citizens for 
Goldwater-Miller. It is apparently a 
drive to cement individuals who be­ 
lieve in the Goldwater philosophy be­ 
hind a single banner with hopes of vic­ 
tory two years or four years hence. 
Continued loyalty to a candidate 
who has lost and lost heavily is an ad­ 
mirable thing. 
But in this case, the insistence on 
pushing to the fore the name of a man 


who was rejected so decidedly by the 
majority of American voters will 
scarcely do the Republican Party any 
good. 
If the post-election enthusiasm for 
Senator Goldwater were nationwide, it 
would be another matter. But political 
observers, who have checked the coun­ 
try after the election, report that the 
enthusiasm for Senator Goldwater is 
decidedly cool in the East. 
Caspar W. Weinberger, former state 
chairman of the Republican Central 
Committee, observes that in the East, 
high Republican officials appear to be 
in full agreement that the GOP must 
alter its course drastically after its 
swing to the right following the Cow 
Palace convention. 
“In the East, everyone is terriby 
aware of the 42 million votes for Presi­ 
dent Johnson,” says Weinberger. 
California appears to be one of the 
few areas where Goldwater backers 
are putting so much stock in the 26 
million voters that the Arizonan re­ 
ceived. 
Hard-core Goldwater factions here 
may only be aggravating the split 
among Republican factions by dogged­ 
ly hoisting the Goldwater banner.

California Assembly Districts 
Prove To Be Interesting Study 


By EDWIN S. CAPPS 


SACRAMENTO 
( C N S ) - 
Assembly districts shall be as 
nearly equal in population as 
may be.” 


That is the language in Arti­ 
cle IV, Section 6 of the State 
Constitution, dealing with ap­ 
portionment of the 80 Assem­ 
bly districts in the California 
Legislature. 


IF THE LAXITY allowed in 
apportioning State Assembly 
districts can be allowed in the 
proposed reapportionment of 
the State Senate, perhaps the 
senators don’t have as much 
to worry about as they fear. 
Of l'ourse, the apportionment 
of the Assembly has never 
been in question, other than 
the ruling of the U. S. Supreme 
Court that both houses of the 


state legislatures must be ap­ 
portioned solely on the basis 
of population. 
A look at the Assembly dis­ 
trict populations would indi­ 
cate, however, that if the U. S. 
Supreme Court ruling is to be 
carried out to the letter, it 
will require a reapportionment 
of the State Assembly, as well 
as the State Senate. 


POPULATION FIGURES for 
each Assembly or congres­ 
sional district, which are based 
on population, are not readily 
available, but the registered 
vote in the districts is avail­ 
able and should be fairly accu­ 
rate as far as population is 
concerned. 
The apportionment of As­ 
sembly districts, as drawn up 
by the 1961 Legislature, shows 
some 
interesting 
contrasts.

Traditionally, reapportionment 
bills have been controlled by 
the party in power, to the ad­ 
vantage of the party in power, 
and 1961 was no exception. 
At present, Assembly dis­ 
tricts range from a low of 
25,835 registered voters in Im­ 
perial County to a high of 186,- 
237 voters in Orange County. 


IN CONGRESS, the 5th Dis­ 
trict in San Francisco, held by 
a Democrat, has 139,490 voters, 
as compared to the 28th Dis­ 
trict in Los Angeles, held by a 
Republican, which has 366,182 
voters. 
The present setup in the 
State Senate, of course, pre­ 
sents even a wider variance in 
one instance, although the gen­ 
eral pattern is even more reg­ 
ular than in Congress or the 
Assembly. 
The State Senate 
finds the 28th District—Alpine, 
Inyo and Mono counties—with 
8,955 registered voters, while 
the Los Angeles County dis­ 
trict has 3,137,194. 
The Assembly reapportion­ 
ment presents some interest­ 
ing pictures. In Orange Coun­ 
ty, a Republican stronghold, 
the 463,003 voters registered 
for the Nov. 3 general election 
were represented by three As­ 
sembly districts. In San Fran­ 
cisco, a normally strong Demo­ 
cratic district, the 389.990 vot­ 
ers had five Assembly districts. 


IN KERN COUNTY, there 
are a total of 126,485 registered 
voters but the county has two 
assemblymen — both Demo­ 
crats. 
There are 11 Assembly dis­ 
tricts which have more than 
126.000 votes for a single dis­ 
trict. Interestingly, every one 
of the districts but one is a 
strong 
Republican 
district, 
which traditionally has elected 
Republican assemblymen. The 
exception is the Santa Bar- 
bara-San Luis Obispo district, 
the 36th, with 143,154 voters in 
which a Democrat scored an 
upset victory this month.

WHAT ACUTE em barrass­

Western Europe travelled to 
Moscow to demand an explana­ 
tion of what had happened and 
why, even to snooping around 
the capital to ¿ y to find 
Khrushchev 
and 
talk 
with 
him. 
They have now come away 
shaking their heads, only half 
satisfied, determined to reduce 
their loyalty to Moscow to the 
lowest common denominator of 
self-survival. 
Where is the Soviet Union 
going to benefit? Is it going to 
get a reconciliation with Red 
China on term s it can accept? 
The unanimous view of all the 
European 
Soviet 
experts 
I 
have talked with is no. 


TRUE, THE Chinese had 
concentrated their attacks on 
Khrushchev 
personally, 
but 
they had not attacked him 
merely as an individual but as 
the highest official of the So­ 
viet 
government 
and, even 
more, as the very embodiment 
of Soviet policy which they 
secretly 
and 
lately 
openly 
fought for 10 years. 


Red 
China’s 
Chou 
En-lai 
“ graciously” consented to go 
to Moscow for the 47th anni­ 
versary 
celebration 
of 
the 
Bolshevik Revolution, but he 
came with bomb in hand, and 
made it clear that he would be 
glad to make up—on Chinese 
terms. 
But is it really open to the 
new Soviet leaders to give in 
to the Chinese demands, to 
rekindle the flames of the cold 
war against the U.S. and the 
West—as Peking demands? Is 
it really open to them to pro­ 
mote revolutionary movements 
in Asia. Africa and India with 
all 
their power, 
to b r e a k 
with India, to close the iron 
curtain, to put the Soviet in­ 
telligentsia back into strait- 
jackets, and to throttle the con­ 
sumer 
goods 
industries 
in 
order to supply Red China with 
tremendous quantities of m a­ 
chinery—as Peking demands? 


OBVIOUSLY, they could do 
all these things, but at what a 
price! The price would be to 
revert to nearly total Stalinism 
under which the Soviet econ­ 
omy stagnated, reducing the 
attractiveness of communism 
for other nations to below zero. 


And would Red China be 
satisfied 
with 
much 
less? 
Would Peking accept minor 
concessions now that the over­ 
throw of Khrushchev and the 
explosion of its first atomic 
bomb have boosted Chinese 
self - confidence 
to alarming 
proportions? 
The answer on this side is 
no; there will probably be a 
moderating of the language of 
the rift, but no meaningful 
reconciliation. 


THIS LEAVES the new So­ 
viet leaders confronted with 
grave 
difficulties 
on 
four 
fronts: Red China burgeoning 
with confidence and recalci­ 
trance, a fragmenting of Rus­ 
sian power in Eastern Europe, 
a loss of influence with the 
Communist parties in Western 
Europe, and—on top of them 
all — the haunting economic 
failures 
of 
Khrushchev 
at 
home. 


Obviously, Mr. Brezhnev and 
Mr. Kosygin are going to be 
a little busy—If they last long 
enough.

Labor Set To Make 
Demands Of Johnson

WASHINGTON - The meet­ 
ing of the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council this week is aimed 
squarely at President Lyndon 
B. Johnson and the heavily 
Democratic new Congress that 
convenes in January. 
The 29 top union chiefs, thor­ 
oughly 
convinced 
organized 
labor played a decisive role in 
the Democrats’ landslide vic­ 
tory, are bent on collecting 
what they consider their “just 
rewards.” 
For that purpose, 
they are getting together to 
agree on a bill of legislative 
and other particulars. 


SLATED TO BE foremost 
among the laborites’ demands 
are: 
Appointment of the next sec­ 
retary of labor from their 
ranks. The union leaders will 
not ask that Secretary Willard 
Wirtz be replaced. They are 
not opposed to him, and are 
not seeking his ouster. But 
when the former law partner 
of U. N. Ambassador Adlal 
Stevenson does depart, they 
want his successor to be a 
laborite. 
An administration - backed 
bill to make good the Demo­ 
cratic platform plank promis­ 
ing repeal of Section 14b of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, which em­ 
powered the states to adopt 
right-to-work 
laws. 
Twenty 
now have such statutes, and 
renewed efforts will be made 
to enact them in others in leg­ 
islatures meeting next year. 
The laborites want to block 
that and knock out existing 
right-to-work laws by killing 
Section 14b. They believe the 
chances are good this can be 
done if Johnson will throw his 
weight behind it. 


INCREASE IN the $1.25-an- 
hour minimum wage scale. The 
union chiefs will propose $2, 
but don’t expect to get it. Pri­ 
vately, at the most they aren’t 
counting on more than $1.50. 
Putting unemployment com­ 
pensation standards on a fed­ 


eral basis. Presidents Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and John F. 
Kennedy recommended that, 
but got nowhere. 
President 
Johnson has told labor leaders 
he favors it and will press it 
in the new Congress. 
They 
want him to make good on 
that. 
Also likely to be on the union 
chiefs list is a 35-hour week 
with double pay for overtime. 
But its prospect* are dim. The 
president doesn’t favor cutting 
the work week at this time. 
He is more sympathetic to 
double pay after 40 hours, in­ 
stead of time and a half. 


JOSEPH KEENAN, execu­ 
tive secretary of the Brother­ 
hood of Electrical Workers, is 
the most likely choice for labor 
secretary when Wirtz leaves. 
Able, knowledgeable, quiet- 
mannered and popular, Keenan 
rates high with the president, 
and is the first preference of 
AFL-CIO President 
George 
Meany. During the recent cam­ 
paign, when Johnson asked 
Meany to designate a labor 
leader to accompany him, he 
picked Keenan. 
After the election, the presi­ 
dent warmly thanked Meany 
for 
selecting 
Keenan, 
and 
highly lauded the latter. 


AT LEAST ONE head of a 
foreign government will attend 
President Johnson’s inaugural 
in January. Brazil’s President 
Branco has been authorized by 
his Congress to leave the coun­ 
try to attend the Johnson cere­ 
mony. Brazil owes the U.S. 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in loans, some of them in de­ 
fault, and is seeking still more 
urgently needed firs^d al aid. 
Interstate Commerce Com­ 
missioner Rupert Murphy, 55- 
year-old Georgian appointed 
by President Eisenhower, will 
not be reappointed when his 
term expires early next year. 
A lawyer and traffic authority, 
he will be replaced by a Negro 
—the first on the ICC. Presi­ 
dent Johnson is credited as 
planning to name a prominent 
Chicago Negro.

Land on Top 
Both teams had to count on 
mistakes to land at the top. 
Whether you’re playing for mar­ 
bles or for a national champion­ 
ship you have to make fewer 
mistakes than the opponents. 
In this case South made a 
very harmless-looking misplay. 
It’s the sort of thing you might 
do yourself on a bad night—and 
it might cost you a champion­ 
ship or a few marbles. 
South ruffed the second round 
of hearts and led the queen of 
spades. When this was refused. 
South led a low trump from his 
hand and played dummy's king. 


Fatal Error 
It was a latal error, for it 
landed South in trump trouble. 
East took the ace of spades and 
returned a heart to make South 
ruff again. This left South with 
the singleton jack of trumps. 
If South drew trumps. East 
would get a heart trick when he 
got in with the ace of clubs. If 
South led clubs before draw­ 
ing trumps. East would lead an­ 
other heart to make South ruff 
with the jack. 
And then East’s ten of trumps 
would be good for the setting 
trick. 


First Trick 
After winning the first trump 
trick. South must lead the jack 
of spades instead of a low 
spade. South can ruff the heart 
return, knock out the ace of 
clubs, and ruff another heart 
return with a low trump. 
Then declarer enters dummy 
with a diamond to draw East’s 
last trump with the king of 
spades. 
When you know you’ll have to 
ruff often, save enough small 
trumps for that purpose. Use 
your

draw 
trumps held by the opponents.

MRS. HAROLD W I L S O N , 
the new mistress of No. 10 
Downing Street, had a group 
of reporters in for tea, showed 
them around the place and told 
how she is adjusting to life in 
the historic mansion that is 
the home and office of Brit­ 
ain's prime ministers. 


The fair - haired, reserved 
Mrs. Wilson made headlines 
the other day by dismissing 
the cook at No. 10 She ex­ 
plained that she can handle 
the family's breakfast and 


"then there is nothing to do 
until the evening meal.'’ 


“ I AM GOING to see how it 
goes and may review the posi­ 
tion later," she said. "Formal 
entertaining is done by gov­ 
ernment hospitality, (catered, 
that is), but at the moment 
there is only myself for lunch 
to consider." 
Mrs. Wilson is 40, the same 
age as the Prime Minister. She 
has a cleaning woman in for 
three hours in the morning. 
No 10 now has a washing ma­ 
chine with a drier and a rack, 
so Mrs. Wilson doesn’t have 
to hang the washing out 
The Wilsons moved to No. 
10. after the Labor party’s 
election victory Oct. 15. from 
the London suburb of Hamp­ 
stead Garden.

Prang used spring-like rases,

1881, Prang was printing five 
million Christmas cards a year, j 
said the association. But the 
lithographer abruptly discon 
tinued cards in 1890 because of 
the competition from low-priced 
foreign imitations of his designs. 
The modern era of greeting 
cards began about 1910, when 
many of today’s firms were 
founded.

Women's Best 
Protection 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
scene was a busy street just off 
Times Square. The time, around 
5 p.m. 
A woman teacher of printing 
was walking toward a subway 
entrance when suddenly a man 
approached—and grabbed her 
wrists. 
But the mugger had 
picked the wrong victim. 
In an instant, he crash-landed 
on the sidewalk. When he could 
get up, he did not try to renew 
his attack. He ran. 
For he had been thrown by a 
woman prepared for such dan­ 
gers. 
The woman was “ armed” 
with the knowledge of judo, 
what the Japanese call "the 
gentle way," and it saved her 
from being robbed, perhaps in­ 
jured.

Operation Greatly Improved 


The brain operation for parkinson­ 
ism (shaking palsy) has been im­ 
proved considerably in the last dec­ 
ade. A tribute ought to be paid to the 
skill and ingenuity of neurosurgeons 
who have devoted much of their life 
o making the technique effective 
and safe. 
Tremor and muscle rigidity are re- 
ieved in 80 per cent of selected cases 
and the mortality is less than 2 per 
cent. In addition, the procedure 
does not lead to loss of intel­ 
ectual ability or damage to the 
personality. 
The 
results 
are 
most gratifying when symptoms 
are confined mainly to one side 
and the individual is otherwise 
Wealthy. 
THE OPERATION does not 
cure or restore the involved 
muscles. It is not advised when 
the disease is progressing rapid­ 
ly or the physical condition is 
poor. The decision should not be 
put off until the patient has 
passed the stage in which he 
can be helped. 
The purpose of the operation 
is to destroy the small nerve 
center 
in 
the 
brain 
where 
tremor originates This center 
lies deep In the brain and Is 
slightly more than a quarter 
inch in diameter. Several meth­ 
ods are used. Some surgeons 
inject a chemical agent; others 
employ electrocoagulation, local 
freezing, 
or 
high 
frequency 
sound waves 
MANY DRUGS are available 
to block or reduce the activity 
of the brain cells that produce 
symptoms. 
Some medications 
work better on one person than 
on others so that treatment must 
be individualized. 
The patient should be urged 
to adjust his life to his disability 
by avoiding stress, anxiety and 
fatigue. Physical therapy les­ 
sens stiffness. Parkinsonism is 
not hopeless. When the morale 
of the victim and his family is 
low, an all-out attack is needed 
to avoid the secondary changes 
that come from neglect and in­ 
activity.

NEW YORK (UP1)—Scientifical­ 
ly exciting news from human 
genetics ia almost conclusive 
proof of a dominant gene which 
is deforming in females and so 
lethal in males they cannot sur­ 
vive gestation. 


It ia exciting becauae thia is 
the first time such a gene has 
been demonstrated in human 
beings although they are known 
to exist in fruit flies, pigs and 
other experimental animals. It 
is important because any sound 
understanding of human genet­ 
ics would greatly benefit the 
race. 


There is a long way to go 
although 
newer 
techniques 
have 
permitted 
promising 
»tarts. However, in this tri­ 
umph the convincing evidence 
is almost entirely circumstan­ 
tial because the techniques 
are not yet fine enough to get 
at the physical basi* — the 
chromosomes which contain 
the genes of inheritance. 


The evidence covers four gen 
erations of one family. Over 
that span it had 89 live births 
of which 15 females but no 
males had the same general 
congenital defect of cleft palate, 
cleft tongue and abnormal for 
mations of fingers or toes. 


An elderly family member 
who had made herself family 
historian told the investigating 
scientists: “The boys were al­ 
ways fine but the girls always 
suffered a myriad of medical 
problems.” 
Scientifically 
that 
was a key. 


Over the generations there 
were seven sets of brothers 
and sisters in which some of 
the girls were affected. When 
all is genetically well the ra­ 
tio of boys and girls works out 
1-1, as everyone knows. In 
these combined sets of broth­ 
ers and sisters it was 1 boy-2 
girls. 


Fourteen 
females 
with the 
congenitally yoked defects gave 
birth to 12 normal males, in­ 
cluding a set of identical twins, 
and 21 females which works out 
to a ratio of 1 boy-1.75 girls. But 
there were eight spontaneous 
abortions and if these repre- 


sented male conceptions, the 
ratio then would be at concep­ 
tion the normal 1-1. 


The scientists went on to the 
six 
males who 
have 
sired 
children. They are the father» 
of 10 girls and nine sons, all 
normal and there is no signifi­ 
cant history of spontaneous 
abortion. This would indicate 
strongly that if the dominant 
gene is dealt to the male in 
the sorting of genes in the 
process 
of 
fertilization 
he 
can’t “carry” it even if it 
should fail to prevent him 
from being born. 


The 
investigating 
scientists 
were Drs. Theodore C. Doege* 
Horace C. Thuline, Jean H. 
Priest, Darwin E. Norby and 
Jean S. Bryant of the Univer­ 
sity of Washington, Seattle, and 
the 
Rainier School, Buckley, 
Wash. 
They reported to the 
New England Journal of Medi­ 
cine. 
, 
They were unable to find con­ 
sistent 
abnormalities 
in 
tha 
chromosomes of affected mem­ 
bers of the family which co­ 
operated fully in the exhaustive 
investigations. 
Nor were any 
other of a number of measure­ 
ments of chemical characteris­ 
tics productive. 
But 
the 
odds 
against 
the 
linked congenital events occur-. 
ing by chance over generations 
of the same family were over-^ 
whelming.

Synanon Actions Strain 
Relations With Marin 


'A TRANSFER TO FORT ORD, CALIFORNIA! NO 
THANKS SIR. I'LL TAKE MY CHANCES HERE.' 


At the outset of the conrtoversy over 
Svnanon*# plans in Marshall, it wasn’t 
too clear just what or how big the prob­ 
lem was* 


But as the proposed plans w e r e 
gradually disclosed, largely through 
press pronouncements, it seems to us 
that Synanon is getting a bit “ pushy” 
in its effort to foist itself on the Marin 
County scene. 


The purposes and goals of the Syna­ 
non Foundation may be noble, and its 
insistence on taking over the old Mar­ 
coni property as one big, happy family, 
may be legal. (The legality has been 
questioned, and the courts will prob­ 
ably have the final say on this point.) 


Synanon’s contention seems to be 
that the 42-acre Marconi property is 
located in a residential-agricultural 
rone, which permits one-family and 
two-family dwellings. Therefore, since 
Synanon considers itself just one big 
family living as a single housekeeping 
unit, it has a right to settle there with­ 
out a county use permit. 


County officials don’t see it that way 
and have started abatement proceed­ 
ings against Synanon Foundation for 
not applying for a use permit. 


Synanon certainly has a right to pur­ 
sue any course to which it feels it may 
be legally entitled. But the course it 
has elected to take is not conducive to 
good relations between the Foundation 
and the County of Marin. 


Whatever chance may have existed 
for a little give and take in negotiations 


with the county has been severely 
jeopardized. It appears that the ire of 
the county supervisors has been arous­ 
ed to the point where any “ give” by 
the county will have to be strictly be­ 
cause it is legally required to do so. 


A Synanon “ family” of 50 or 100 
might have been palatable, but Syna­ 
non has since released information 
about an ultimate population of 5.000, 
with possible “ exchange” of residents 
with New York. 
Back in Connecticut, a court may 
well have ruled that the Synanon 
House was indeed a “ single family 
dwelling.” We don’t know the details 
of that ruling or the size of the “single 
family.” 
A similar ruling may or may not be 
handed down in California. We don’t 
presume to know the law on such mat­ 
ters. 
But morally and on the basis of com­ 
mon sense, we, as one voice in Marin, 
cannot conceive how the definition of 
“ one-family” can be stretched to in­ 
clude a conglomeration of 5.000 or 
more human beings from all parts of 
the country brought together only be­ 
cause they were at one time addicted 
to narcotics. 
We agree with our county supervis­ 
ors that “ We don’t interpret family 
the same way you (Synanon) do.” 
We feel that the county has acted 
with proper restraint thus far in the 
controversy. When an outsider enters 
the county and begins to get “ pushy,” 
our supervisors are entirely within 
their rights to push back.

Legislature May Take Look At 
State Civil Service System

SACRAMENTO (CN S)-It Is 
possible the State Legislature 
may give more than a cursory 
glance at state civil service 
practices during the next ses­ 
sion of the State Legislature, 
Insofar 
as 
those 
practices 
apply to recruitment of per- 
aonnel for state service. 


UNDER THE constitutional 
amendment authorizing civil 
service, which was voted by 
the people some years ago in 
an effort to do away with the 
so-called spoils system under 
which an administration hand­ 
ed out jobs to party supporters, 
there was at least a supposed 
guarantee that the state would 
f*t the best qualified persons 


available to do the job In 
question. 
However, 
the 
current 
in- 
breeding of state employees 
serves to thwart the original 
purpose of the act. This prac­ 
tice limits the competition for 
jobs to those already in state 
service. It is followed on the 
principle of maintaining good 
promotional patterns for state 
employees; 
the 
method 
by 
which it is accomplished in 
state service is subject to some 
question. 
It is a fact there are very 
few jobs open to persons not 
already a state employee, so if 
one has a desire to be a chief 
clerk, he must start as an 
office boy.

individual, trained In a pro­ 
fession or a business, or an 
executive capacity, virtually is 
barred from state employment, 
and as a result the people are 
deprived

Certainly the privilege of 
looking forward to promotions 
in state service should not be 
abridged. On the other hand, 
people who have gained their 
experience outside of 
state 
service should be allowed to 
compete for the higher class 
jobs. Those who are in state 
service and are really qualified 
for the next highest job offered 
would have little to fear from 
outside competition. 


ANOTHER ITEM which can 
bear investigation is the rule 
which allows hiring one out of 
the first three highest on the 
eligible list. 
Under this rule, if, say, 300 
people pass an examination, 
the agency wanting starts at 
the top of the list and hires 
one of the first three. 
Eventually, number 300 on 
the list becomes number one, 
although his examination grade 
score may be barely passing. 
And if a new examination is 
called to fill out the list with 
eligibles, the last Individuals 
on the old list become the 
highest on the new list, which 
assures their hiring ahead of 
people who might be much 
better qualified to hold the 
job.

The whole thrust is away 
from Moscow. It Is doubtful 
that It can be reversed. 


While the people of these 
nations — especially 
Poland, 
Czechoslovakia. Hungary and 
Rumania—remain the captives 
of their Communist regimes, 
the governments are no longer 
the captives of the Soviets. 
What we are witnessing Is 
not an anti-Communist revo­ 
lution but a bloodless anti- 
Soviet revolution. 
The most revealing change 
of all is that, while the Soviet 
Union could and would use the 
Red Army, If necessary, to 
crush 
any 
Internal 
revolt 
against these Communist re­ 
gimes, it is no longer open to 
the Soviets to use force to hold 
the regimes themselves in line. 


THI S B R E A K U P of tho 
KremUn’s front-yard empire 
tngan with the rise of Nikita 
lfl-ushchev and is being accel­ 
erated by his fall. 
When the Eastern European 
Communist leaders demanded 
an explanation of why the 
new Soviet leadership deposed 
Khrushchev, the Soviets did 
not dare tell them to mind 
their own business. With nerv­ 
ous haste Premier Aleksei Ko­ 
sygin and party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev rushed off to the 
polish frontier for a secret 
conference 
with 
the 
Polish 
leader Wladyslaw Gomulka to 
assure him that everything 
would be the same as before. 
The result Is that the East­ 
ern 
European 
regimes 
are 
achieving 
an 
independence 
which seemed Impossible a 
few years ago. Every sign is 


that the trend will continue in 
the same direction. 
There are several reasons. 
The most important is that 
the 
shortcomings 
of 
Soviet 
communism are increasingly 
evident to the Communist lead­ 
ers of Eastern Europe, The 
Soviet Union is no longer ac­ 
cepted as either the pillar or 
the pattern of what they want 
to achieve for their own coun­ 
tries. 
They are breaking their arti­ 
ficial ties with Moscow and 
turning to their historic asso­ 
ciations with the West, espe­ 
cially Western Europe. A very 
knowledgeable and objective 
German expert on Soviet af­ 
fairs recently visited nearly 
all the “ satellites.” He told me 
he was struck by the evidence 
that they look upon democratic 
West 
Germany, 
not 
upon 
Kremlin-controlled East Ger­ 
many, as the wave of the fu­ 
ture. 
MORE AND MORE, Eastern 
Europeans are travelling to 
Western 
Europe and 
vice 
versa. More than 200.000 West­ 
erners, mostly West Germans 
and Italians, visited Hungary 
alone. A Hungarian trade mis­ 
sion was recently In Washing­ 
ton and Eastern Europe’s eco­ 
nomic ties with all of Western 
Europe are being strengthened. 
There is no evidence what- 
soever that these Communist 
regimes are going to yield 
their dictatorship over their 
peoples or give them the free­ 
dom to have governments of 
their own choosing. But they 
are moving away from doc­ 
trinaire communism. 
Life is more bearable. 
A 
kind of competitive, consumer 
economy is coming into being. 
It is nearer to state capitalism 
than It is to traditional Marx­ 
ism. Farming is partially re­ 
turning to private hands. The 
profit motive is getting freer 
play. Factory owner* have to 
compete and work on the basi* 
of supply and demand.

as assistant to the president. 
A close friend of Liz, invited 
to the L B J ranch recently, 
urged the women reporters 
present to tell both the first 
lady and the president how 
highly they regarded Liz. With­ 
out exception, they do. So it 
was easy for them to comply 
with this “ suggestion.” 
“ Liz is a wonderful person,” 
heartily agreed the first lady.

WASHINGTON- It It not 
generally known that President 
Charles de Gaulle planned to

HEADLINES AHOULD be 
abolished. 
We make this fearless, forth­ 
right statement as the result 
of a private, and very limited, 
Ftudy on the subject of those 
bold, braxen chunks of heavy 
type and their impact on peo­ 
ple who read (and write) the 
stories beneath them. 
Naturally, we risk the wrath 
of some of our own colleagues 
(namely the headline writers) 
with such a pronouncement. 
But we suspect that tf you 
got most any newspaperman— 
headline writer or otherwise— 
in a quiet comer somewhere, 
he could tell you the dam 
things can be a real headache. 
Most people don't think about 
headlines. They Just read them 
and react to them by buying 
papers, becoming hysterical or 
cursing the people who print 
them. 
Election post-mortems, how­ 
ever. have put a new spotlight 
on the role “ heads" play in 
relation to stories. A top Re­ 
publican 
recently 
conceded 
that at least some of the stories 
about Senator Goldwater were 
fair. It was the headlines, 
however, which somebody put 
on top of them after they were 
written—that was what hurt 
the candidate, he said. 


READING THIS made us 
feel a little less like a perse­ 
cuted member of the sensation- 
seeking press 
In fact, we 
nearly wrote the man a letter 
of praise. 
The majority of readers, of 
course, think the guy who 
writes the story puts the head­ 
line on top of it. 
Outside of the movies (where 
Flash McScoop cranks a sheet 
of paper in the typewriter and 
bangs out the words “ Bank 
Bandit Slain" at the top of the 
page», it seldom works that 
way. 
Those fellows on the other 
aide of the room do it, folks, j 
For they are the only ones' 
who know things like where a 
story will go on the page, how 
manv columns wide it will run 
or what size type it calls for. 
After they figure this out. 
the head-writers tackle a kind 
of 
Chinese 
jig-saw 
puzzle, 
squeezing 
"X " 
number 
of 
ideas into "Y " number of 
spaces. 
It ain’t always easy. We have 
tried it a few times. Putting 
a one-column head on a story 
about, say. the continuing sum­ 
mer seminar of the Inter­ 
national Institute for Exlsten- 
quite a problem. 


SO WE MEAN nothing per­ 
sonal, fellows, We know you 
don't like cMches any better 
than we do. But when a man 
has tried for 20 minutes to 
shoe-horn a big idea Into a 
tiny space, the first cliche to 
come along can be a welcome 
sight. 
So, newspapers have words 
like "dope-fiend" and "hot 
tial Studies, well, that can be 
rodders" and "cop" and "slay­ 
er." and these terms make 
various groups of people very 
mad from time to time. 
And any harried reporter 
can recite an experience or 
two when he wrote a nice, in­ 
offensive 
little 
story, 
then 
those fellows (equally harried) 
went to work with the shoe­ 
horn and something like "hot 
rodders" or "Keystone Cops" 
wound up on top of it. 
And then It happens. 
We meet a policeman friend 
on the street and he says, 
"Thanks a lot, pal," without 
smiling. Or the mother of a 
well-behaved teen-ager calls 
up and asks why all newspa­ 
permen hate young people. 


WE NEVER KNOW what to 
say. We try, sometimes, to 
tell them about our own feel­ 
ings toward headlines, but it 
sounds too much like an alibi, 
and perhaps In a way it is. 
The press is the press is the 
press, as far as readers are 
concerned, and the guy with 
the pencil has to share the 
gore with the glory. 
But we sometimes wish we 
could hand the pencil and the 
shoe-horn to our detractors for 
a little while. 


IN THE MEANTIME, we 11 
go along with Senator Gold­ 
water.
